Under the wartime laws of Canad% such “gross inequalities or gross 
injustices” must be established before increases in wages can be granted. The board did, however, 
give the men a general increase of 41/2 cents an hour, a decision which the National Board found was 
contrary to both the law of Canada and the facts of the case.

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RUSSIANS ON THE MOVE? 


N THURSDAY OF LAST WEEK THE | 


MoscoW radio indicated that a new So- 
viet move was in the offing—‘on a larger 
seale than any of the previous ones,” that 
“there is no doubt that the greatest offen- 
sive yet launched on the eastern front is in 
sight,” and that “it will exceed all earlier 
drives in power and impetus.” Since then the 
Allied world has watched an encouraging 
turn of the tide in western Europe—not. yet, 
however, in full flood—and the bold stroke 
against the Japanese-held Philippine island 
of Luzon. Now comes a declaration by the
